A very important branch of the fur- 


rter'.s business, but one which many say 
they would be glad to get rid of if they 
could do so without injury to -their more 
important interests, is the storing and 
caring for during the summer months of 
valuable 
furs. 
Tlioiisands of dollars 


worth of furs and fur-lined garments arc 
confided to thoir cars every Kpring, to bo 
kept free of moths, and returuetl In good 
order in the autumn. 
"JJul," one of (he 


largest up-town dealers said, "we don't 
want any more of this work than we have 


now, 
aud.t think I would be willing to 


give it up altogether, but for Hie con- 
sideration 
that customers 
who come 


to us for this service will be likely some 
day to become purchasers, and to make 
11.4 even. 
It gives a good deal of trouble. 


Women hardly cvcrKciid boxes with their 
furs, or it' they do. the.boxes are broken, 
and useless. So wo have to supply new 
boxes, costing sixty cents each. 
Then 


the furs have to bo cleaned, aired and 
beaten every week or two, repacked and 
insured. 
It is expected also that we 


should take* care of the most troublesome 
tiling--. 
One woman brings us a velvet 


dress trimmed with feathers, to be kept 
free of creases and moths during the 
season. 
Another insists upon onr keep- 


ing her horse blankets, and we have even 
had them send us rugs and carpets. 


"The only way to keep furs safely is fo 


clean them thoroughly before putting 
them away, then to put them in verv 
close boxes, .and every week, in the case 
of. delicate furs, or two weeks at most 
with the hardiest, to take them out, 
nhake and beat them well, air them 
thoroughly, and replace them in their 
boxes. Nothing can be put in the boxes 
wifh 
them which will enhance their 


safety, 
without doing 
them 
injury. 


Camphor, in which many persons have 
such confidence, is very injurious to the 
furs of sable, mink and others, even to 
some of the colored ones, and its un- 
pleasant odor clings to furs much longer 
than to clothing. There is a tur paper, 
especially prepared for the 
pu:pose, 


which is said to keep moths away, and is 
largely used in keeping clothing,, but we 
cannot use it, even if it were certain to 
exclude moths, because it gives the gar- 
ments the disagreeable odor of tar, which 
would cling to them a long while. To- 
bacco and cedar chips are of little or no 
value, and we certainly would never 
trust to them for safety. In fact, there 
is nothing on which we can rely confi- 
dently, except constant care, in airing, 
beating and packing away. 


"ITatters generally, at the 
close of 


1hcir winter goods season, pack in paste- 
board boxes, with paper tightly pasted 
over the cracks, all the fur caps, gloves, 
tippets, collars and such things that they 
ii:ivc left over, and say that the plan 
works satisfactorily. 
1'erhaps it does, 


•with such small articles as they handle, 
but it would be impracticable of applica- 
tion to the care of great silk and velvet 
circulars, lined with fur. heavy fur cloaks, 
and otber goods of (his most expensive 
class. They would be ruined by such 
keeping, even if the moths did not get at 
them, which they, very probably would. 
The keeping ouf of creases is quite as im- 
portant and as diflicuU as the keeping 
out of moths. 
Ladies .sometimes get the 


idea 
of 
keeping 
thoir 
furs 
over 


the summer by sealing them up in 
air-tight boxes, and for a season or 
two they may do so successfully, as far 
as the moths ave concerned, but in the end 
it is sure, to work them woo. One lady 
of my acquaintance, who had a magnili- 
cent jJl.fiOO set of sables, said to me:— 
''Why .should T pay you (several dollars 
for keeping my furs for me, when 1 have 
just as good a way myself which will cost 
me nothing ?" I said:- -Very well, there 
is no reason why you should pay me for 
doing what you can do as well." Sho 
sealed her furs in air-fight boxes. For 
two seasons the plan happened to work 
admirably. 
At the end of the third sea- 


t-ion, when she took them out of the boxes, 
she brought them to me. The worms 
were actually dropping out of them by 
scores. 
Her beautiful furs were wholly 


ruined. Sluuloesn't practice (hat econo- 
my any more. 


"The 
prices for keeping furti vary 


greatly, according to their delicacy—for 
some are more dilHcult to keep than others 
- ranging all the way from two per cent, 
up to four percent, on thoir value. When 
tho great trouble incurred, the space re. 
quired, tho ris.ip.msibilily involved, and 
llu- cost of insurance against lire nvi> all
